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Health—Mind and Matter 


ITH the increasing recognition of the importance of the 
W real aspects of disease, and the necessity for unity 
among all those who work in the social field, nurses who 

contemplate work in this sphere will find interest in the comments 
of Miss May Slack, S.R.N., S.C.M., Health Visitors’ Certificate 
Mental Health Certificate, who won a scholarship from the Birm 
ingham and Three Counties Branch of the Royal College of 
Nursing for the Mental Health course, which is a part of the Social 
Science Department at the London School of Economics 

Outlining the developments which led to the inauguration 
of the course, Miss Slack stated* that the growth of the mental 
health services in this country and in America was preceded by 
excellent work done by several voluntary rhe 
Central Association for Mental Welfare formed in 1913 
following the passing of the Mental Deficiency Act of that year 
and its formation helped to make the working of this act more 
effective. The ascertainment of mentally defective adults and 
children was facilitated and eventually led to a widespread 
system of after care work and supervision. Thus the 
needs of the defectives, and their relationship to the community 
as a whole, became an object towards which much attention was 
directed. In 1923 the National Council for Mental Hvgiene was 
formed; a similar movement to this was founded in America in 
1909. This movement was largely promoted in America by the 
activities of Clifford Beers, who had himself been wrongly 
detained in a state institution, and who on his release devoted his 
time to improving the conditions under which persons of unsound 
mind were detained. His book “‘A Mind that found Itself’, 
(Longmans Green & Co., Ltd., price 7s.6d.) gives a clear account 
of the mental distress which he experienced during his detention. 

In 1918 a Mrs. Harkness died in America leaving a sum of 
money to be devoted “for the welfare of mankind’. Juvenile 
delinquency was at this time causing particular anxiety in America 
and it was decided to open a of demonstration child 
guidance clinics to aid in its prevention and to investigate some 
of the causes leading to it. The first clinic had been opened in 
Chicago in 1909 and was staffed by Dr. Healy and Dr. Bronner 
who have since done so much in the cause of juvenile delinquency. 

In 1926, delegates were sent from England to “America to in- 
vestigate the work being done by the child guidance clinics there. 
As a direct result of their investigations, the Child Guidance 
Council was formed here in 1927 and, in 1929, the London Child 
Guidance Clinic was opened. It was financed by the Common- 
wealth Fund of America, the money left by Mrs. Harkness in 1918 
This fund also financed the training of psychiatric social workers 
in England which began in 1929. Scholarships are given each 
year to enable suitable candidates to take the one year course of 
training in mental health which is part of the Social Science De 
partment at the London School of Economics. 
sare are selec ted for the training and are usually between 
“9 and 39 years of age. In addition to a degree or a diploma 
In social science, students must have had experience in responsible 
social work. During the first four vears of the war, the training 
Was evacuated to Cambridge, Oxford and Mill Hill.

Another Protest 


In response to the Government's request to the hospitals and medical 
ofession to comment on the proposals for a national health service 
the British Hospitals Association has issued a memorandum, adding 
its voice to the many raised to give the voluntary hospitals their rightful 
place in the health services of the future. Primarily the memorandum 
emphasizes that the structure of the hospital services should comprise 
the establishment of a central hospitals board, regional hospitals 
councils and local hospital councils. On the former there should be 
equal representation of the voluntary and municipal hospitals, with 
representatives of the consultant services, and the regional councils 
should include, where geographically possible, at least one university 
teaching hospital or centre, with representatives of the universities on 
the council; the local hospitals’ councils, the memorandum states, 
have already proved their co-ordinating value in a number of cities 
and counties. 


Financial Aspect 


On the question of finance, the Association naturally feels strongly, 
for, as Dr. Charles Hill, secretary of the British Medical Association, 
has previously pointed out (see Nursing Times, July 29), the voluntary 
hospitals, under the suggested scheme, would have to secure the 
balance of their income from a public informed by the Government 
that it has already paid an all-in insurance. Whatever scheme of 
income is, therefore, subsequently agreed to, it must be one that will 
stimulate the public to continue voluntary support All payments 
made from public funds to the voluntary hospitals, the memorandum 
continues, should be made centrally; and the voluntary hospitals 
should be able, under approved regional plans, to apply to the Govern- 
ment for the whole, or such part as the hospital may require, of the 
capital expenditure involved, such money being available on the terms 
and conditions as may be available to local authorities. The patient, 
the memorandum stresses strongly, must, at all times, have unrestricted 
freedom of choice of hospital, subject only to the availability and 
adequacy of the service at the hospital selected.

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Graylingwell’s fine X-ray department which every patient visits in 


thorough and searching physical examination 


SHOULD like to say something of the work we are doing 
I in the X-Ray Department of Graylingwell Hospital, and of 

the results of our investigations. 

New patients attending this, hospital, either as in-patients or 
out-patients, are given a physical examination, which is probably 
the most thorough and searching they receive in their whole 
lives, quite apart from any investigations into the nervous or 
mental condition which has brought them here. As part of this 
examination, routine radiographs are taken of the chest and 
nasal accessory sinuses, and of the spine in patients over 45. 
If the patient shows any clinical evidence of organic disease in 
any region, the appropriate X-Ray examination is made to assist 
diagnosis, so that a certain number of barium meals and enemas 
and other special examinations are carried out. 


A Routine Examination 


The routine examination of the chest and spine has two 
objects: the elimination of any infective disease which might 
have some bearing on the mental condition present, and 


elimination of any structural defect in the spine or chest organs 
which might contra-indicate the use of convulsive therapy or 
operative treatment should either of these be contemplated 
later. This examination is, therefore, of considerable importance 
and is made with special care, screen examination being made 
of the chest in all doubtful cases, with the addition of a barium 
swallow to determine the shape and size of the heart accurately 
if any cardiac lesion is suspected. 

Needless to say, the presence of heart disease or lung infection 
might precipitate most undesirable effects were any of the more 
energetic forms of treatment to be given in ignorance of their 
presence. Many of our patients show abnormalities of blood 
pressure, and we are able to gauge the efficiency with which the 
heart is working in these cases, and assess to some extent its 
tolerance to further strain. 


Seeking Structural Weaknesses 

Severe strain is imposed on the spine in convulsive treatment, 
and all patients have radiographs taken of the lumbar and dorsal 
spine before starting this treatment, so that any abnormalities 
which lead to structural weakness may be discovered and the 
treatment abandoned or modified in consequence. -Such con- 
ditions as old fractures, old bone infection, gross scoliosis and 
kyphosis, marked decalcification and the infective forms of 
spondylitis will probably contra-indicate convulsive therapy, 
whilst many other conditions, including osteoarthritis or minor 
deformities, will only suggest some modification of the treatment 
to avoid undue strain being placed on the doubtful parts of the 
spine. In many cases the spine is re-examined after treatment, 
and at any time if the patients complain of any symptoms such 
as localized pain which might indicate the presence of a bone 
lesion. Thus when crush fractures have occurred they 
been found at once and the convulsions stopped : 
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All this part ot the work is of a routine, prophylactic naty 
and in most cases nothing is found which requires serious mé 
fication of any contemplated treatment for the mental condi 
but it is only by such routine examinations that the occasiog 
abnormality is found which might lead to catastrophy be 
if missed 

It is of interest to note in passing that we have suffered & 
fewer bone injuries during electric convulsive therapy in t 
hospital than most institutions appear to do, judging from ts 
published figures available, and the careful selection of ae 
from the purely physical point of view is doubt larg 
responsible for this excellent result. 


An Important Examination 
I will comment on the results of the examinations we he 
made without considering the needs of other treatments. 
first to be considered is the sinus examination. This is camd 
out on most patients, and we have been amazed at the very hig 
incidence of infection°shown by X-rays, and in the past! 
months, out of 132 patients we have found evidence of infects 
in the sinuses of half, or to be exact, 65 patients, one or bit 
antra usually being affected. The association between sm 
disease and mental disorder has already been fully investiga § 
and recorded in the past. I only wish to comment on the i 
that here we have found infected sinuses in half our new patie 
not necessarily showing clinical signs of disease. 


Incidence of Sinus Infection 

In general hospitals we find that only between 25 and 50 pF 
cent. of the sinuses examined show signs of infection, and ths 
examinations are, of course, made only on patients show 
other signs of naso-pharyngeal disorder, not on appaltat 
physically normal people, as is the case here in many instal 
So, it would seem not unreasonable to suggest that the incidest 
of radiologically diseased sinuses is at least twice as high!

To consider the seven cases 
in more detail, four showed intra-cranial lesions, namely, two 
cerebral tumours, one internal hydrocephalus and one tuber- 
culoma, two showed bony disease of the skull, namely, one 
advanced Paget’s disease and one advanced rodent ulcer eroding 
through the ethmoid bones; finally there was one case of 
spondylitis ankylopoetica, or sub-acute infective ankylosing 
spondylitis. Air encephalography was employed in the diagnosis 
of two of the intracranial lesions, and the other five cases showed 
evidence on straight radiographs. Thus seven out of the nine 
showed evidence of disease which might conceivably have a 


IN STEP WITH THE Q 


IS Majesty King Farouk of Egypt was involved in an 
H accident one evening in the middle of November. He was 

motoring along the desert road which runs parallel with 
the Sweet Water Canal and passes the Quassassin Camp. 

I was on night duty at the time in charge of the officers’ wards 
at No. 6 General Hospital, and when I came in to dinner in 
the mess, I was told that I had His Majesty for a patient. 
I arrived on duty, as I had to make my way through literally 
masses of cars and hundreds of Egyptians, not to mention the 
Egyptian bodyguard. 

The King’s Injuries 

The King had sustained a crack in his pubic bone, and multiple 
contusions and abrasions. Of his companions, one had a ruptured 
spleen and although his condition appeared serious for the two 
days, we kept him, it cleared up satisfactorily later on. One of 
the other two had a fractured tibia and the other abrasions. 

The first few days were very busy, and I am afraid that the 
King did not- get as much rest and quietness as he should have 
done, for, owing to his high position, all sorts of official persons 
had to see him personally. His demeanour was amazing, and, 
in spite of the obvious pain he must have suffered, he was very 
cheerful nearly all the time and always had a smile. 

All the time an incredible transformation was taking place on the 
desert outside the ward. A secondary camp grew up for the bodyguard 
and officials, a complete kitchen and the food therein [The Royal 
Standard was flown, cars by the score were drawn up, and every day 
deputations of Egyptians marched with their banners to pay their 
respects to the King. 

The King gradually began to get up, although it was a painful 
process, and, for the last few days, was wheeled outside in the sunshine 
for a short while each day. As well as the multitudes of ordinary people 
who came to Quassassin to see him every day, several very interesting 
personages came, including Lord Killearn, the British Ambassador, 
M. Iononu, the Turkish President, Prince Mohamed Aly, (the Crown 
Prince) the Crown Prince and Princess of Greece and Nahas Pasha. 


An Investiture 


The last day of King Farouk’s stay at Quassassin he held an inves- 
titure of the British personnel who had looked after him during his 
sojourn. It was an impressive Ceremony, as he sat under a sunshade on 
the sand outside the ward. The next morning crowds of people assem- 
bled to watch him get into a car and be driven across the desert to 
the station about two miles away. One other sister and I followed. 

The station, which is Just a small desert one, was very much decorated. 
Crowds surrounded it, lining the platform, railway lines and every 
available place they were allowed (and where they were not allowed, 
too). The royal train, a single stream-lined Diesel coach, was waiting, 
and we all got in it, moving off at once. The King sat by the open 
door of the coach all the way and waved to the crowds that assembled. 

At the Koubbah Palace, which is about ten miles out of Cairo, we 
alighted from the train and got into waiting automobiles. His Majesty 
was in the first car and, very socially—this being the first time he had 
stood unaided—stood nearly all the wav into the city, so that the 
people could see that he was all right. i 

The streets of Cairo were all decorated in honour of King Farouk’s 
return, and crowds of people had assembled to see and cheer him.

LAGUE is an acute infectious disease characterized by a 

sudden onset, fever, great prostration and swellings of the 

lymphatic glands which become painful and are known as 
buboes. 

The cause of the disease is a germ, the bacillus pestis, which 
normally causes a disease in rats and other wild animals, killing 
them by blood-poisoning (septicaemia). The rat-fleas, feeding 
on the rats, suck up the germs and become infected, too. In 
the flea the plague develops rapidly, causing thirst and difficulty 
in swallowing. Leaving the dying rat the fleas seek other rats 
or, if they are not available, may infest and bite human beings, 
domestic or wild animals, and so the disease is spread. While 
biting, the plague-infected flea vomits the germs into the puncture, 
or on to the skin, where abrasions from scratching may also lead 
to infection. 

Plague may appear in severe epidemics, and during these a 
pneumonic form of the disease may be seen. In this the plague 
bacilli infect the lungs, and, being coughed up, are very infective 
to any person near the patient. 


Distribution 


Plague is widespread in distribution. Endemic areas exist in 
India, South China, Uganda and Java. It is frequently seen in 
Madagascar, East, West and South Africa, and Mauritius, and 
less frequently in South and Central America. The disease can be 
spread along travel routes, and a war, such as the present one, 
may lead to outbreaks. 

The incubation period in man is from two to fifteen days. The 
bacilli, having got under the skin, are carried in the lymph stream 
to the nearest lymphatic glands, which then begin to enlarge. 
Usually the inguinal glands are the first to enlarge, because the 
fleas most commonly bite the legs and the lymph from the lower 
limbs flows into these /glands. Next the axillary, and then 
the cervical groups of glands are most frequently involved. 

The number of glands involved depends on the virulence of 
the germs and the resistance of the body. The liver and the 
spleen enlarge. Tachycardia and an intermittent pulse may be 
observed. 

In mild cases, a form known as festis minor, the patient may 
walk about, not feeling very ill, and paying little attention to the 
swelling of the groin glands, attributing it to some other cause. 
In these patients the glands are able to deal with the germs and 
the disease is checked. They recover, but they are a danger to 
the community as they are capable of infecting other people. 


Three Types of the Disease 


The ordinary form of the disease, pestis major, may assume 
one of three types : : 

The common form, bubonic plague, usually comes on suddenly, 
with shivering attacks, headache, aching in the limbs, thirst, 
restlessness and high fever, while convulsions are common in 
children. The buboes usually appear on the second day, increase 
in size and become tender and inflamed. Dullness and prostra- 
tion increase with toxaemia and, where this is severe, a petechial 
rash (haemorrhages under the skin) may appear. The temperature 
remains high, 103° to 104° F., and the pulse is soft and running. 
Delirium may occur. ~ 

In favourable cases the buboes may settle down, but more 
frequently they suppurate, causing foul ulcers. Even in this 
variety mortality is high. Blood-poisoning usually occurs, ending 
in delirium and death in from two to seven days, but most 
frequently on the third or fourth day. When the germs get into 
the blood stream they may cause swelling of other glands; these 
are known as secondary buboes. 


The second type is septicaemic plague. Here the bacilli get

The Way Out 

First comes the long trek in motor lorry or

For some obscure reason the salaries of the 
matrons and assistant matrons have been 
fixed at a much lower rate than their opposite 
numbers in general hospitals [he extra 
qualification, and, in certain mental hospitals, 
and mental defective colonies, responsibility 
for well over 670 beds seem to have been 
completely ignored by the committee. On 
page 9 of the “White Paper on National 
Health Service” recently issued, it is stated 
“The aim must be to reduce the distinction 
drawn between mental ill-health and physical ill- 
health and to accept the principle declared by the 
Royal Commission of Mental Disorder that 
‘The treatment of mental disorder should 
approximate as nearly to the treatment of 
physical ailments as is consistent with the 
special safeguards which are indispensible 
when the liberty of the subject is infringed’.”’ 

On page 6 of the Rushcliffe Committee's 
first Report will be found these words, ‘‘Nurs- 
ing to the best of our belief, the only pro- 
fession in which the principle that the maxi- 
mum salary is more important than the 
minimum ignored.

[The problem was that traditional methods of carrying emergency 
medical equipment and laying it out for use were awkward when bombs 
were falling; lights were blacked out and the going was tough. A light 
compact, waterproof kit was called for; it had to be easy to carry to an 
emergency, convenient to use with no other facilities available, and 
complete enough in equipment for emergency surgical operations 

The new kit is equipped with more than 50 items, many of which are 
in multiples, the nurse’s kit weighs four pounds in all, the doctor's six 
pounds Che kit is suspended over the shoulders and can be worn on 
the back like a pack until arrival on the scene. Then it can be turned 
around, opened and used as ah apron Although the doctor or nurse 
may .be kneeling on the ground, the kit does not get in the way it 
leaves the hands free and provides convenient sterile pockets for all 
instruments.
